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The Beautiful Interior of Our Neu 


Vew Office in JP Kast Whittier -\\. 


Nothing has been left undone to make our 
East Whittier office of Quaker City Federal 
Savings as beautiful as it is functional. All of us 
at Quaker City are proud to welcome you to 
our new branch office which will be more con- 
venient for our East Whittier customers and 
which will help us play an even more vital role 
in the East Whittier locale. Of course, no matter 
which office has your account, you are wel- 
come to transact business at the office most 
convenient for you. 

The handsome two-story building, located 
at 15335 Whittier Boulevard, just east of Mc- 
Allister Cadillac and west of Barker Brothers, 
adds an impressive landmark to this already 
well developed area. A large Time and Tem- 
perature sign, featuring a community message 
board, has been included in the design as an 
added customer convenience and can be 
viewed easily by passersby on the boulevard. 

The main Whittier Boulevard entrance to the 
building is set back from the street allowing 
room for generous use of shrubs, plants and 
flowers which add natural color and warmth 
to the setting of this ultra modern structure. 
Vertical white pre-cast concrete louvers and 
contrasting bronze toned glass windows lead 
the eye up to the cantilevered roof line which 
is supported by four massive concrete columns. 

In addition to all our regular Quaker City 
Federal services offered at both of our offices, 
the East Whittier branch features a Drive-In 
Teller Window service. The window extends 
out from the west side of (continued on page 6)

the building, enabling customers to 
conduct their business without ever 
leaving their cars. There is a generous 
parking lot for over 32 automobiles 
and a convenient rear entrance from 
the parking area into the building. 

As you enter the main lobby your 
eyes sweep over a pleasing panorama 
of gold, blue and warm wood tones 
accented with black. The wall to wall 
carpeting was designed with a pop- 
corn weave of autumn tones...orange, 
gold and pumpkin. Muted gold and 
royal blue are the predominant colors 
throughout the lobby. 

Antique brass casements hold the 
2-story tall windows which are draped 
with a vertical self pattern gold cloth 
that gives a striped effect. Silver and 
gold over pattern wallpaper presents 


a Borghese finish—a textured finish 
very popular in Italy following the 
Renaissance. 

The Teller line, which is located on 
the west side of the lobby, features 
black glass masking recessed into wal- 
nut. The Drive-In Teller Window orig- 
inates from the center of this area. In 
the center of the lobby is a custom 
designed sit-down check stand with a 
black glass faceted dome. The New 
Accounts and officers section, fur- 
nished with desks and chairs of natural 
oiled walnut accented with royal blue 
and black, is on the east side of the 
room, flanked by a conference room 
at the front of the building and an 
inviting customer lounge area at the 
rear entrance. This lounge is set apart 
by use of a distinctive area carpet over

Locale visits a vital Whittier organization... 


The Intercommunity Blind Center, Inc. 


What strikes you most when you 
enter the Intercommunity Blind 
Center is the atmosphere created by 
happy, industrious people enjoying 
life to its fullest. There is so much 
important work to do helping others 
enjoy a fruitful, happy life ...such 
a busy fun-filled schedule of activities 
to be planned and carried forward, 
that there’s no room for bitterness or 
self-pity at the plight most of us 
would feel as almost unbearable... 
the loss of sight. 


The Center, located in the former 
Merritt Votaw home at 6719 So. 
Washington Avenue in Whittier, was 
organized in April of 1967 as a non- 
profit corporation. There are no fees 
of any kind or membership dues. 


This totally local organization, 
whose policies are laid down by a 
local Board of Directors, is funded 
by gifts from many groups and indi- 
viduals, with the Whittier Exchange 
Club, three local Lions Clubs and Las 
Damas of Sun Gold providing sustain- 
ing financing. The Center is open 
Monday through Friday from 9 a.m. 
to 4 p.m., helping people from Al- 
hambra, La Habra, Brea, Santa Fe 
Springs, La Mirada, Pico Rivera and 
Montebello, as well as Whittier. Trans- 
portation to and from the Center's 
activities is provided by volunteers. 
More than 150 visually handicapped 
people, ranging in ages from 4 to 
84, have been served in the little over 
3 years that the Center has been in 
existence. 
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Mr. Charles Mason, director of 
Intercommunity Blind Center, is an 
extremely cordial man who obviously 
enjoys helping others. Both Mr. Mason 
and his wife Lee, who assists in craft 
teaching at the Center, were asso- 
ciated with the local Red Cross Chap- 
ter for 15 years and spent a like 
number of years on other Red Cross 
assignments both in this country and 
in the South Pacific during World 
War Il. 


With the exception of a craft teach- 
er who is paid by Adult Education, 
the teachers at the Center are volun- 
teers. There are two additional Craft 
teachers, two Mobility teachers, a 
totally blind Braille teacher, a retired 
Wood Shop teacher (whose hobby at 
home is building handsome Grand- 
father clocks) and a swimming in- 
structor. 


Swimming is one of the most. en- 
joyable sports for blind young people, 
offering a real sense of freedom and 
accomplishment. One totally blind 4- 
year old boy, for example, has gained 
a great deal of confidence by learning 
to swim on his back for the entire 
60 ft. length of the Y.M.C.A. pool. 
Reluctant when he began the swim 
program last year, this young fellow 
is now an enthusiastic participant in 
the sport. 

For various reasons many blind 
people are unable to use a Guide 
Dog. These people are dependent 
upon their own mobility with the use 


of a cane. The Blind Center is continu- 
ally helping such people to open up 
new avenues of expression. One 54 
year old man, who decided to go to 
college in preparation for the ministry, 
has recently learned to navigate about 
his own neighborhood, the nearby 
shopping center and the curving, 
angular college campus. In addition, 
he can now take a bus to downtown 
Los Angeles and make his own way 
through the heavy pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic. 


There are other volunteer teachers 
at the Center for giving help with 
piano, guitar, Spanish and English 
instruction, for example, when the 
need arises. And volunteers help with 
the techniques of daily living that 
sighted people take for granted but 
which require a complete re-orienta- 
tion for the blind... such as dialing 
a telephone, identifying clothes, cur- 
rency and coins, and using a Brailled 
thermostat. 


One of the most important services 
the Center performs is that of 
providing social and_ recreational 
activities. There is a warm camarade- 
rie found in the craft classes and 
wood shop. Lunch time and coffee 
breaks are periods of relaxed and 
happy conversation and bi-monthly 
luncheons, providing stimulating 
speakers and a musical presentation 
in addition to a delicious inexpensive 
meal, are held at the Assistance 
League Club House at 6339 So. 
Greenleaf Avenue. 


The help and hope that the Inter- 
community Blind Center offers freely 
is immeasurable to the hundreds of 
blind people and their families in 
this area. We are proud to salute the 
Center, the many volunteers who give 
so generously of their time and talent, 
and the individuals and organizations 
whose donations enable the Center 
to continue such vital work.

Today most Americans are very 
conscious of our environment 
and, as bleak as the picture often 
appears, there are many positive 
steps being taken to improve the 
quality of our land, air and water. 
Land reclamation in the form of 
landfill dumps has been taking 
place for some time now but per- 
haps a lot of us just weren’t aware 
or didn’t think about it. 

We realize of course that our af- 
fluent society has produced some 
monumental problems which in- 
clude getting rid of our ever in- 
creasing amounts of refuse. What 
happens, for example, to the mil- 
lions of tons of refuse produced 
in Los Angeles County alone? It’s 
buried... most of it in highly rated 
sanitary landfill dumps located 
throughout the county. It is not 
surprising to learn that Los An- 
geles County has more refuse— 
about 10 million tons a year — 
than any other county in Cali- 
fornia but it also has the highest 
standards in the state for disposal. 

There are currently 20 of these 
major landfill sites serving the 
greater Los Angeles area. The city 
of Los Angeles operates 2 of them, 
the cities of Whittier and Burbank 
each have 1, Los Angeles County 
has 5, and 11 are operated by 
private enterprise. 

Once asite is filled and the final 
3 feet or so of earth cover it, the 
land is available for certain uses. 
It is too (Continued on page 14)

unstable for home building but one 
example of how this reclaimed land 
can be used is the lush South Coast 
Botanic Garden on the Palos Verdes 
Peninsula. The 87-acre Garden, which 
includes a lake, is situated on top of 
3% million tons of trash collected in 
about four years. Although there are 
special problems present — some 
plants react unfavorably to methane 
gas leaks while others flourish, for 
example — yet the results of careful 
testing and accumulation of data are 
invaluable for future projects. A trip 
to the lovely Garden makes a pleasant 
Sunday afternoon diversion for the 
entire family. The county owned Gar- 
den is operated under the jurisdiction 
of the Department of Arboreta and 
Botanic Gardens and admission is 
free. 


The landfill site operated by the city 
of Whittier is in Savage Canyon with 
the entrance on East Penn Street 
across from Penn Park. Originally a 
burning site, the dump was converted 
to landfill in the mid-fifties. The fill is 
operated under carefully controlled 
conditions with an average of 350 
tons of refuse collected daily and 
covered with earth at night. It is esti- 
mated that the fill will be completed 
in 22 or 23 years and preliminary 
plans are to use the land as a recrea- 
tion area, perhaps with a small golf 
course. Already detailed studies have 
been undertaken for the selection of 
landfill sites to meet the needs of the 
future. 

Since sanitary landfill on a major 
scale was initiated in Southern Cali- 
fornia a relatively short time ago, 15- 
20 years — there are still some prob- 
lems to be met and questions to be 
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answered by engineers in the field but 
dedicated people are meeting these 
challenges. 


Other inroads are being made in 
the special problems created by a so- 
ciety that had grown careless in the 
treatment of our environment. Thanks 
to the hue and cry of danger by many 
concerned people from all over the 
nation, more and more of us are be- 
ginning to tackle the problems at their 
source. Not only are we finding new 
and better ways of getting rid of our 
refuse, we are trying to cut down on 
this waste. Scientists are working hard 
to produce reclaimable packaging ma- 
terials. Perhaps we will soon have 
materials that dissolve harmlessly and 
quickly in the land or water... or 
that are nutritionally edible by ani- 
mals. 

Already large companies are seek- 
ing economically feasible new uses 
for used glass and aluminum contain- 
ers. Centers for returning these items 
have sprung up in our greater Los 
Angeles area within the past two 
years. It is reasonable to expect that 
more companies will follow suit. 
When the public makes demands and 
profits can be realized, you may be 
sure that answers will be forthcoming. 
Perhaps a new industry will develop 
devoted entirely to the profitable 
reclamation of trash. 


But whether or not there are mate- 
rial gains to be made, we simply have 
to re-orient our relationship to our 
earth planet. We cannot continue to 
live as though there is no tomorrow. 
Tomorrow has come. The battle of 
cleaning up our land and disposing 
of our refuse is far from won but it 
is underway.
